Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: US Pat No. 5,139,226 
(Baldwin et al.) discloses a valve comprising a body (71, see figure 10), a fluid passageway 
having an inlet (73), an outlet (77), a valve member (98) for inhibiting fluid flow through the 
passageway, means (83) for moving the valve member (98) for controlling the flow of fluid from 
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the inlet to the outlet, the valve member is in the form of a flexible blade (see figure 12), one end 
of the flexible blade is mounted at a location remote from the passageway (see figure 1 , near 93) 
but lacks the one or more valve members are provided for controlling the fluid from the inlet to 
the outlet by moving a lifting member to open one or more of the passageways.
